BURNED AT PEN 


Acting Warden Sifts Charge 


Of Liquor, Dope Sales 


To Ohio Prisoners 


B r The Amo* Ie ted Pre*#. 
COLUMBUS. O.. March 4 —In­ 
vestigation of Ohio penitentiary, 
which precipitated the suspension 
of W arden Jam es C. Woodard, dis­ 
closed today that a huge but unde­ 
term ined num ber of Btate records 
were burned before former Gov. 
M artin L. Davey left office on Jan. 
3, Acting W arden W. F. Amrine 
said today. 
“Three or four truckloads of rec­ 
ords w ere burned at the prison 
powerhouse our information indi- 
k cates,” Amrine said. 
I “We don't know all the facts 
about them yet or do we know defi­ 
nitely w hat departm ents they were 
from.” 
W oodard Denies Charge 
Woodard asserted, however, that 
to his knowledge the only records 
burned were a consignment scut to 
the penitentiary by the state treas­ 
u rer’s office and were described as 
useless m aterial. 
The suspended 
warden said he kuew nothing of 
any current records of state depart­ 
m ents having been destroyed. 
Amrine, who took charge of the 
105-year-old prison Thursday, said 
his Investigation 
had 
uncovered 
substantial evidence of liquor and 
narcotic peddling and of some gam 
Ming. He denied published reports 
that be found large-stake gaming 
had been perm itted or that a bar 
was operated within the walls. 
W elfare Director Charles L. Sher­ 
wood five weeks ago ordered the 
Investigation of what be permed 
“unw arranted conditions” and nam­ 
ed Amrine, superintendent of cor­ 
rection, as acting warden when he 
suspended Woodard. 
Woodard had been ordered to 
“clean up” the prison, one of the 
nation’s largest with 4,200 convicts, 
or face ouster charges. After Sher­ 
wood indicated that if the 66-year- 
old warden, who got the position in 
a Davey-investigated shakeup four 
years ago. did not resign charges 
would be filed with the civil service 
commission, Woodard asserted he 
was not guilty of anything and 
L would fight for his job.

Son Also Suspended 
ausptNtded besides Woodaod-wcr*

guards, 
including

Jam es Jr., and Deputy W arden Wil­ 
liam J. W alker. 
Sherwood, who 
launched' the investigation the day 
after Republican 
Gov. John 
W. 
Bricker took office Jan. 9, said the 
suspensions were for “disciplinary 
purposes.” 
Although Woodard is a Democrat 
like form er Gov. Davey, Sherwood 
said bis action was not motivated 
by “politics.” 
Amrine declined to discuss just 
what information cohcerning gam­ 
bling and liquor and narcotic traf­ 
fic had been uncovered, but there 
were reliable reports that convicts 
with money could purchase liquor 
inside the wails by the pint bottle; 
that dice games aud poker games 
were conducted among convicts aud 
that narcotics were peddled on a 
sm aller scale. 
Concerning the burned records, 
there 
were 
reports 
that 
they 
might have been from the highway 
departm ent. When 
Bricker’s 
ad­ 
ministration took office Highway 
Director Robert S. Belghtler report­ 
ed th at a large number of records 
had been destroyed. Some records 
also had been reported missing 
from the welfare departm ent. 
Amrine said that the investigation 
was being conducted to gather evi­

to

charges. 
Administration Under Fire 
^ The penitentiary aud its adamas- 
te*lratiou has been under fire fre­ 
quently from both Republican and 
Democratic administrations. 
Amrine announced today that all 
information coming out of the pris­ 
on m ust pass through him. He also 
declared th at “rigid discipline” had 
been established. 
“Because of favoritism to some 
convicts and lack of discipline, a 
critical 
condition 
existed 
bere,” 
Amrine declared. “Rigid discipline 
bas been established, everyone is 
being treated fairly whether or not 
he has influential friends, and all 
is quiet.” 


Dies As Wardens Critic 


Condemned Man Goes To Electric Chair Claiming Head

In a w ritten statem ent, handed to the prison chaplain in the death 
chamber, Tracy declared “Mr. Am-4------------------------------------------------------ I 
rim taw th . policy of r e ta in s . 
Atnr|Q, said T racJ had attem pt-' 
ed to kill himself in his cell by 
clashing his right wrist with a 
small piece of steel. 
Dr. G. W. 
Heil, prison physician, said be had 
lost blood, but was not weakened 
by the wound. 
Tracy was convicted of shooting 
David Haskins, used car dealer, last 
July 17 during an attem pted rob­ 
bery three days after he walked 
away from Ohio penitentiary where 
he was a trusty. 
He made no ap­ 
peal of his death sentence and did 
not ask for executive clemency. 
The execution was the first su­ 
pervised by Amrine in his 33 years 
of prison work.

Weakness In Caribbean

His first day back in the national

The President completed bis con­ 
gressional address before leaving

Majority Leader Barkley of Ken­ 
tucky said he hoped the senate 
could conclude consideration of the 
authorisation bill Monday. 
The appropriation measure, larg­ 
est army supply bill since 1922. car­ 
ries the first funds for the pro­ 
posed $300,000,000 air corps expan­ 
sion.

Sheriffs Handle Florida’s Executions 


And Damon FindsMost Of Them Believe 


Chair Is No Deterrent To Crime

i f f ! have talked with a number of Florida sheriffs 
>* 
recently 
about 
capital 
punishment. 
Florida 
sheriffs are perhaps more familiar with capital pun­ 
ishment than peace officers elsewhere, because in 
Florida a sheriff bas to serve as an executioner. 
The sheriff of a Florida county where a criminal 
is condemned to death is required to go to the state 
prison at Raiford and throw- the switch in the death 
chamber. He can deputize this glint office to someone 
else if he desires, but it seems to be considered a 
high point of duty for the sheriff to do It himself. 
A lawyer was telling us the other day there Is a 
moot question of law involved. He said if a sheriff 
absolutely refused lo do the job and refused to ap­ 
point a substitute, it is probable the execution would 
have to be deferred, if not annulled, as when the 
executioner of Francs balks at dropping his knife 
on someone. 
However, no Florida sheriff has ever shirked his 
Job. Some of the sheriffs I talked with have had to 
serve as executioners a number of times, (/tit young 
sheriff has five executions coming up on him all at 
*>ttce in the near future. None of th>* sheriffs like it, 
but they feel it is something that comes under their 
oath of office and cannot be avoided. 


q OME or them think Florida ought to hire an out- 
U} sider as executioner like Robert Elliott the New 
York state executioner. Ii*- would conte and go about 
bis grisly business with few having contacts with 
him. There is some logic to their arguments. 
Florida is different from the average stat** It coy- 
era a tremendous area, to he sine. but most of the 
population outside th** Miami regions is old and 
established. Many families have lived oil the penin­ 
sula for generations. Floridians know one another, 
or know of on** another, to an amazing degree. Per­ 
haps it is because they travel their own state quite 
a bit. 
Thu* it may happen, ami indeed lias happened, that 
a sheriff is called upon to execute a member of a 
family with which h*- is well acquainted. even friend­ 
ly. You can readily see how this could be a most un­ 
pleasant duty and how it might engender personal 
and political enmity for a sin- iff. 
However, getting back to the general subject of 
capital punishment, we found most sheriffs just ak 
dubious as law enforcement officers everywhere as to 
its value as a crime deterrent. On*- sheriff said he 
thought if they really want to make th** death penalty 
, by electric < hair. or otherwise, produce the terror 
that is largely ifs object, executions should be public, 
with moving pictures aud sound cameras recording 
j al! the dreadful details for wide circulation. 


! g j K said some executions got a lot of newspaper 
I I 
publicity been use of the nature of the crime and 
the p ersons Involved and probably the printed ac- 
couuts struck terror to th** public mind and had some 
of th* desired effect, but that there were many execu­ 
tions that got no attention what* vet-. 
He said he sometimes thought maybe the French 
guillotine, with public execution*, might be the an­ 
swer, though he was aware that any suggestion of 
this method would produce a terrific outcry. He said 
he could not *ee that it was an c more ghastly than 
the electric chair, th,* rope, the gas chamber, or 
the shooting employed in various states. 
This sheriff said he was inclined to lte opposed to 
all capital punishment, yet was trank to add he did 
not know which was the better system 
to kill off 
first degree criminals or to Impose th* m as burdens 
upon the taxpayers they had wronged. 
We had these conversations with some of the sher­ 
iffs at Raiford prison where thee hdd assembled to 
witness the executions of two men. one of thefn the 
young kidnaper. McCall, whose crime surely deserved 
; the extreme penalty. Raiford prison has a superin­ 
tendent who is probably one of the great penologists 
of the United States. He is a tall, grayhaired, dressy 
and courtly gentleman named L. F. Chapman.

the

Besides the assurances, the ad­ 
ministration Is toying with the Idea 
of a reform of the fax jaws that 
would permit men to take profits 
commensurate with the risks. This 
is tho President's hest hope and, 
lf he is bold about, it, I believe, the 
one and only chance he has to bring 
about such a big recovery that, 
without a political reorganization, 
the opposition will be quieted. 
My sponsoring promptly the out­

T F Mr. Roosevelt is still as bold 
I as he used to be. he will see 
that half measures will not extri­ 
cate him from the situation In 
which he now finds himself. 
The 
outright repeal of the capital gains 
tax. accompanied by the modifica­ 
tion of some of the other taxes, is 
not a half measure. 
It is a stroke 
at th© root of his difficulty, and, 
though no one can guarantee that 
it will work, no other measure has 
milch chance of working at all. It 
would he the kind of action which 
gave substance to the assurances 
now pouring forth from Washing­ 
ton. 
Coming at a time when the dan­ 
ger of a world war is definitely 
less. it could give the country the 
breathing space of a period of high 
prosperity.

x x ’E have talked with a number of Florida sheriffs

punishment. 
Florida 
sheriffs are perhaps more familiar with capital pun­ 
ishment than peace officers elsewhere, because in 
Florida a sheriff has to serve as an executioner. 
The sheriff of a Florida county where a criminal 
is condemned to death is required to go to the state 
prison at Raiford and throw the switch in the death 
chamber. He can deputize thi* glim office to someone 
else if he desires, but it seems to he considered a 
high point of duty for the sheriff to do It himself. 
A lawyer was telling us th© other day there I* a 
moot question of law involved. He said if a sheriff 
absolutely refused so do the job and refused to ap­ 
point a substitute, it is probable the execution would 
have to be deferred, If not annulled, as when the 
executioner of France balks at dropping his knife 
on someone. 
However, no Florida sheriff has ever shirked his 
job. Some of the sheriffs I talked with have had to 
serve as executioners a number of time*, (’/ne young 
sheriff has five executions coming up on him all ac 
once in the near future- None of the sheriff* like it, 
but they feel *t la something that comes under their 
oath of office and cannot be avoided.

OME or Hmm think Florida ought to hire an out­ 
sider aa executioner like Robert Elliott the New 
York state executioner. Ile would come and go about 
his grisly business with few having contacts W’ith 
him. There is some logic to their arguments. 
Florida is different from the average state It cov- 
* rs a tremendous urea. to be sure. but most of the 
population outside the Miami regions is old and 
established. Many families have lived on the penin­ 
sula for generations. Floridians know one another, 
or know af on- another, to an amazing degree. Per­ 
haps it is because they travel their own state quite 
a hit. 
Thus It may happen, and indeed has happened, til at 
a sheriff is called Upon to execute a member of a 
family with which he is well acquainted, even friend­ 
ly. You can readily see how this could be a most un­ 
pleasant duty and how it lnigh' engender personal 
and political enmity for a sh* ' iff 
However, getting back to the general subject of 
capital punishment, we found most sheriff* just as 
dubious as law enforcement officers everywhere as to 
it* value as a crime deterrent. One sheriff saki he 
thought if they really want to make the death penalty 
by electric chair, or otherwise, produce the terror 
that is largely i*s object, executions should he public. 
With moving pictures and sound cameras recording 
all the dreadful details for wide circulation. 


E said some executions got a lot of newspaper 
publicity bel aune of the nature of the crime and 
the persons involved and probably the printed ac- 
counts struck terror to the public mind and had som© 
of the desired effect, but that there were many execu­ 
tions that got no attention whatever.

We had these conversation* with some of the *her- 
iff* at Raiford prison where they hArt assembled to 
witness the executions of two men, one of them the 
young kidnaper. McCall, whose crime surely deserved 
the extreme penalty. Raiford prison ha* a superin­ 
tendent who is probably one of the great penologists 
of the United States. He is a tall, grayhaired. dressy 
and courtly gentleman Mined L. F. Chapman. 


I i K t i a s been at Raiford ll year*, lie conducts as 
I I close an approach to a model prison a* theve 
is There are no wall*, except around the condemned 
cell block. Chapman believes in the honor system and 
in plenty of outdoor work for hi* charge*.

Chapman seems to have no trouble under hi* sys­ 
tem and there Is now talk of him for governor of the 
state, which shows you how far you c til co in Florida 
if you do a Job well.

ARRY H O PK IN S’ appointment a* secretary ot 
commerce has he.-n confirmed by the senate.

One of the groups anxious to have an interpretation 
is the National Retail Dry Good* association, repre­ 
senting 5,700 stores throughout the United State*. 
Recently the association adopted resolutions call­ 
ing on the government to bring about a progressive 
curtailment of its expenditures, to withdraw from 
competition with private industry, and to conduct a 
thorough review of its tax program. 
"W e have lived'for IO years iii a deficit economy," 
said Saul Cohn, president of the association, in on 
addrest at the annual banquet, "and the balancing 
of our budget is seemingly not in sight It is appar­ 
ent that government spending is not the answer to 
our problem. It does not put any lasting money in 
the people’s till." 
When too great a proportion of national income is 
absorbed tty government, the association said in its 
resolutions, employment and living standard* ar© 
affected. "Therefore,’’ it concluded, "we approve the 
present disposition to limit governmental spending 
wherever possible." 
Another resolution read as follows: 
“ In the strong conviction that there can be no Jus­ 
tification for the failure of government and business 
to work together fur the common good we urge upon 
business, and especially upon those engaged in a re­ 
tail distribution, an attitude of reasonable under­ 
standing of the tremendous problems which are fac­ 
ed by government and a disposition to cooperate 
without stint in their solution

SET IT 30 MILLIONS 


Major Item Is Cotton Worth 


$14,000,000, Experts Say 


By The Amoriatfd Preen*. 
NEW YORK. March 4.—United 
S tates’ exporters were estim ated 
today by Wall Street experts to be 
bartering annually 
at least $30,* 
DUO,OOO worth of American products 
to Germ any in exchange for Ger­ 
man-manufactured goods. 
Of this amount, it was said. $14,* 
000,000 represented cotton, an equal 
sum represented copper, and the 
rem ainder was accounted for tobac­ 
co. lard and small am ounts of oil, 
fruit and possibly wheat. 
T he 
figure 
given 
represents 
nearly half the sum of last year’s 
imports from Germany which, to­ 
taling $64,537,000. were regarded In 
some quarters as a closer represen­ 
tation of Americans’ private barter­ 
ing arrangem ents with Germany. 
In either case, the barters were 
said to represent a sizable propor­ 
tion of the $107,588,000 worth of 
goods which the United States sold 
to Germany in 1938. 
Unlike the agreem ents Germany 
has undertaken with many other 
nations, particularly in South Amer­ 
ica. the barters with the United 
States are not government arrang 
ed. 
They are entered into solely 
by individual American importers 
who require certain m anufactured 
good* from Germany. 
A German source, closely con 
n etted with the export trade, auld 
Germany was well supplied with 
wheat Mild other grains and that 
the acquisition of cotton and cop­ 
per were her primary concerns, al­ 
though the m arket was open for oil 
and lard.
